$18,915,000 for Education. 

The recommendations for capital 
expenditures, as they came from 
the commission, were $18,915,000 
for educational institutions, includ- 
ing the State university and the, 
five teachers’ colleges; $16,175,000 
for eleemosynary institutions, and 
$4,512,000 for penal institutions. 
There also was an item of $14,- 
789,700 of additional support for 
educational institutions over a 12- 
year period, and $38,277,000 for 
additional support of eleemosynary 
institutions in a like period. 

The Governor was quoted by 
Chairman Gary of the commission 
even before it completed its work 
as being opposed to that portion of 
the eleemosynary support item 
which called for the State to re- 
lieve the counties of the entire ex- 
pense of supporting cDurity patients 
in the State hospitals for the in- 
sane, and it is virtually certain the 
Governor will not recommend such 
support. At present the counties 
pay $18 per month for each char- 
ity patient. 

It may be expected that the urg- 
ent needs of the eleemosynary and 
penal institutions will be taken up 
by the Governor as the first mat- 
ters to be provided for, and that 
the university and teachers’ col- 
leges must wait. There is little 
likelihood that the Governor will 
approve the recommendations for 
a $500,000 State office building 
and a $150,000 executive mansion.

10 MISSING AFTER SHIPWRECK

Ed Mays, president and control- 
ling stockholder of the Grand Na- 
tional Bank, was acquitted by a 
Federal Court jury yesterday after- 
noon of the charge of misapplying 
the bank’s'funds. The jury began 
discussion of the case at 2 p. mi., 
and returned its verdict at 4:50. 

The jury's first ballot was 7 to 
5 for acquittal, the second was 10 
to 2 for acquittal, and several more 
baHots were taken before unanimi- 
ty was reached, 

Judge Faris,.in his instructions, 
had told the jury that the sole 
question for its determination was 
that of Mays’ intent in a transac- 
tion, the facts of which were not 
in dispute. Mays, on May 31, 1927, 
checked $12,988 of the bank’s funds 
into his own account, and thence 
into another account held in his 
name, and the money was restored 
to the bank Sept. 13 following. 

Mays’ Explanation. 

Mays’ explanation of the matter 
was that the monéy was intrusted 
to him by the bank’s Discount 
Committee, for the purpose of 
making repairs on a Webster 
Groves garage building which the 
bank owned; that because of a na- 
meg bank examiner's objections 
to the arramgement, the repair 
work was not done; and that the. 
transaction was part of a plan by 
which the bank avoided double tax- 
ation on its’ interest in the garage, 
thus saving about $2000 #£=It lost 
$2500. however, in its sale of the 
parage, making a net loss of $500. 

It was shgwn that Mays, at the 
time of the occurrences, had 3000 
or the 7000 sharés of the bank’s 
capital stock, and has increased 
this holding since.

Miss Gimmersheimer, who had 
taught school in Rockford for nine 
years, was an outstanding person- 
ality in the social life of the Busi- 
ness and Professional Woman's 
Club here. Her acquaintance with 
men in Rockford, during the last 
two years at least. was apparently 
casual. But the letters written to 
her by men she met on her vaca- 
tions, or men she had known When 
she. taught in Porto Rico, or men 
she met in Chicago on week-ends, 
reveal an exotic emotiona) life. 

Contrasts in Letters. 

Among the pile of correspond- 
ents are emotional jetters, obvious- 
ly written by well-educated men. 
There are others in which the &pell- 
ing is poor and the statements of 
ardor almost infantile. By the side 
of a letter from a man of obvi- 
ously superior intellect, the inves- 
tigators found ! from a cor- 
respondent who referred to “won- 
derful visits” with the school teach- 
er and who sought to allay her 
fears that she was “getting fat.” 

“Anyway,” the writer went on, 
“I do not like them skinny. You 
are not fat but just pleasing to the 
eye.” 

Other correspondents chided the 
school teacher, who had been en- 
gagei three times, on her state- 
ment that she was “only an old 
maid.” They assuféd her of her 
youthful appearance. 

Letters from varied correspond- 
ents, indicated the wWriter’s desire 
“to hold you in my again.” 
The 100 or more | written by 
men who were either infatuated or 
striving to give that implication, 
show plainly the recipient was in- 
volved emotionally with several 
men at the same time. 

Possibly, it is suggested here. 
Miss Gummersheimer recently won 
an intensely sincere admirer who 
discovered and resented her affairs 
with other men.

In Tombs Court, where Hel- 
lingsworth was arraigned and re- 
leased in bail for a hearing next 
Wednesday, an attorney for Bob 
said the advertisement depreciated 
the value of the Federal Neon 
System stock by $5,000,000, forcing 
withdrawal of the $16,000,000 is- 
sue which was to have been placed 
on the New York and Chicago 
stock exchanges the day the ad- 
vertisement appeared, Nov. 26. 

The advertisment, the attorney 
said, was addressed to the public

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STATE INSURANCE PLAN 


SAVES $7,000,000 A YEAR 
IN OHIO, ACTUARIES REPORT 


They Declare Workmen’s Compensation Lia- 
bility Is So Haridled 36 Pct. Below Private 
Firms’ Rate—Some Missouri Comparisons. 


By a Staff Corespondent of the 
Post-DisPatch. _ 
COLUMBUS, 0O., Dec. 12.—A re- 
port by Miles M. Dawson & Son, 
consulting insurance actuaries of 
New York, after an actuarial audit 
of the Ohio State Insurance Fund, 
that Ohio employers and citizens 
save more than $7,000,000 a year 
by insuring their workmen’s com- 
pensation liability risks in the State 
fund instead of with private in- 
surance companies, is of particular 
interest in Missouri because of the 
effort which will be made in the 
next Legislature for the establish- 
ment of State insurance in Mis- 
souri. 
The New York actuaries, mak- 


‘Jing out.a strong case for state in- 


surance, reported the saving in 
1926, the year for which the audit 
was made, tO have been 36 per 
cent. That is, that workmen's com- 
pensation insurance in Ohio, in- 
cluding the expense of operating 
the fund, was 36 per cent less than 
the insurance would have cost had 
the risks been insured with the 
private companies at. the fixed 
rates which would have been ap- 
plicable to the Ohio business. 
$2,700,000 Saving to Employers. 

On the basis of a payroll of 
$660,000,000, which was insured 
by private companies in awe 
in 1927, the latest year for whic 
compleet reports are obtainable in 
the Missouri Insurance Depart- 
ment, and premiums of $7,500,000 
paid to private companies by Mis- 
souri employers that year, a 36 
per cent saving would mean that 
employers: would get their in- 
surance for $2,700,000 less. Un- 
der that saving this insurance 
charge against industry in Mis- 
sourt would be $4,800,000 instead 
of $7,500.000. 

It is impossible to make an ac- 
curate comparison of the state 
rates charged in Ohio and the pri- 
vate company rates charged in 
Missouri because the schedule of 
compensation paid under the Mis- 
souri workmen’s compensation law 
is slightly higher than that paid 
under the Ohio law, and, as rates 
are fixed on the basis of the ex- 
pected liability to be met, the rate 
even under state insurance in Mis. 
souri would be slightly higher than 
that in Ohio. However, a com- 
parison of a few of the rates indi- 
cates the wide difference, which is 
much greater than would be ac- 
counted for by the difference in 
compensation provided under the 
law. 

Probably the largest single class- 
ification of employes in Missouri 
is that of office workers. The of- 
fice worker payroll in Missouri itn 
1927 was approximately $120,- 
000,000. On this private insurance 
companies collected from employ- 
ers, insurance at the rate of 6 
cents on the $100 of payroll .or 
approximately $72,000. In Ohio the 
State rate is 2 cents on the $100 
of payroll. which on $120,000,000 
would be $24,000. 

Following is a comparison of the 
Ohio State rates and the Missouri 
private company rates on a few 
classifications. the rate being on 


the $100 of payroll: :

The Ohio type of State insurance 
is known as monopolistic State in- 
surance. A private company can- 
not insure workmen's compensa- 
tion liability risks in Ohio. The 
employer must insure his risk with 
the State fund unless he can sat- 
isfy the Industrial Commission of 
the State, which has jurisdiction of 
workmen's compensation awards, 
of his financial ability to carry 
his own risk. For the year ending 
June 30, 1928, the total number of 
risks insured in Ohio was 40,3536, 
of which 40,077 were in the State 
fund and 309 were self-insured 
risks. 

An audit of the Ohio fund as of 
Dec. $1, 1928, shows that in tbe 
16 years since its establishment 
the assets in the fund had grown 
to $56,217,323.37, the greater part 
of which was held as a reserve 
to assure the payment of future 
claims. Of these assets $49,347,- 
070.00 was invested in Govern- 
ment, State, county and municipal 
bonds. More than $3,000,000 was 


held as a special reserve to ro- 
vide protection in cases of catas- 
trophes or the joss of several lives 
in one accident. In addition to 
this there was a surplus of nore 
than $2,500,000, from which pay- 
ments would ‘be made in case a 
self-insurer failed to meet a com- 
pensation award by the commis- 
sion. 

.- Payments Exceed Premiums. 

The fund has now reached a 
condition in which the totai of 
awards paid each year exceed the 
amount collected in premiums from 
employers. This is made possibile 
by the fact that nearly $3,000,000 
is obtained each year from inter- 
est on the money invested. For the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1929. 
this interest amounted to $2,959,- 
937.36. In that year the premiums 
received amounted to $13,309,- 
834.63, while compensation paid 
amounted to $14,008,745.20. 

Insurance rates in Ohio are 
fixed on an experience basis, each 
classification being rated accord- 
ing to the experience of losses pay- 
able in that class of employment. 
Thus rates are subject to adjust- 
ment each year so that a rate may 
be increased or lowered according 
to the losses in that particular line 
of industry. 

While in Ohio the insurance fund 
is not charged with t e ex,ense of 
its operation, the appropriation for 
expenses being made from the gen- 
eral revenues of the State, this cost, 
which amounts to about $500,000 
a year was taken into considera- 
tion by the actuaries in determin- 
ing the cost of the insurance to 
the employer and to the taxpayer 
of the State. It is customary in 
Missouri to provide for the cost of 
special department activities such 
as this, te be paid from depart- 
ment funds. nsofar as possible 
each department is made self-sus- 
taining. 

Non-Profit Arrangement. 

A reason for the lower cost of 
insurance in Ohio is that no profit 
is taken from the insurance rev- 
enues. A private stock insurance 
company must make a profit, and 
in addition it is under heavy oper- 
ating costs, of which a State fund 
would be relieved. For instance, 
a private col pany operating in 
Missouri is permitted to take 40 
cents of each $1 received in pre- 
miums for operating costs, the re- 
maining 60 cents going to the pay- 
ment of claims and profits on the 
business. Of this 40 cents for ex. 
penses, the private company takes 
17% cents for acquisition expense, 
or the cost of getting business; 
7% cents for the expense of the 
company’s hom office; 8 cents for 
adjustment ind legal expenses; 2 
cents for auditing: 2% cents for 
inspection costs and 2% cents for 
taxes. A State insurance fund 
would ve relieved of ~early all this 
expense. In Ohio the expense of 
the department, $500,000, was only 
3.9 per cent of the premium re- 
ceipts. In the private company in 
Missouri it is 40 per cent. 

No Delay tn Payments. 

G. L. Coffinberry, auditor of the 
Ohio Department of Industrial Re- 
lations, said the xperience had 
been that compensation began in 
most cases within 10 days after 
the claim was filed. There was no 
delay in beginning compensation 
from the State fund, he said, after 
the award was made and any de- 
lays were caused by the incbility 
at times of the Ccmmission to dis-. 
pose of a large volume of business 
quickly. 

Last year 203,731 claims were 
filed with the Ohio Commission, 
and in some of them there were 
delays in making investigations, 
but when an award was made the 
money was instantly available. 

From time to time there are 
claims by employes of employers 
who have not insured their risks 
with the State fund and have not 
been authorized to carry the insur- 
ance themselves. It is the policy 
of the commission to attempt to 
collect awards in such cases from 
the employer. and if it fails, to 
certify the claim to the Attorney- 
General, who sues the employer in 
the name of the State. 

Coffinberry said that every ef- 
fort was made to bring all employ- 
ers under the provisions of the 
iaw, but that it was occasionaally 
found that the law was evaded. As 
under the Missouri law. which pro- 
vides that an employer who does 
mot accept the provisions of the 
workmen's compensation acts loses 
the right to ali speciai defenses in 
court actions growing out of claima, 
the Ohio law depfives the employ- 
er of these defenses if he does not 
insure bis risk.

SENATE VOTES FOR HIGHER 
RATE ON TOP WOOL WASTE 


Proposes Differential of Three 
Cents Between That and Raw 
Wool Duty.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The 
Senate today approved without a 
record vote an increase in the tariff 
on top wool waste from 31 37 
cents a pound. The House bill pro- 
vided a rate of 34 cents. . 
This would provide a differential 
of 3 cents a pound between the pre- 
viously approved rate of 34 cents a 
pound on raw wool and the 37-cent 
rate for top waste. The House 
faiied fo give this waste a higher 
rate than raw wool. 

A compromise was finally ef- 
fected yesterday on woo! rags, with 
the duty set at 18 cents a pound, as 
contrasted with finance committee 
proposal of 24 cents, House ap- 
proval of a rate of eight cents, and 
a seven and one-half cent levy in 
the present law/ 

The vote showed 10 independ- 
ents combining with nine Demo- 
crats and 27 Republican regulars’ 
for the 18-cent figure. Two inde- 
pendents, 10 regulars and 20 Dem- 
ocrats opyosed it as too high.

St. Louis has had in the last two 
decades many new schools of an 
attractive but more or less conven- 
tionalized type, usually two stories 
high and often with peaked protru- 
sions of the, walls marking the 
entrances. Phe *West Belle School 
design partakes of modernism and 
of the nature of the new archi- 
tectural trend frequently referred 
to as the American style—that of 
bold, vertical lines. This’ school 
will be three stories high, which is 
one reason why this style is pos- 
sible.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The House 
of Lords by a vote of 46 to 13 
censured the Labor Government 
yesterday for drafting a treaty with 
Egypt providing for the with- 
drawal of British troops from 
Cairo to the Suez Canal. 

The vote of censure was taken 
following a debate in which Lord 
Lloyd, Tory High Commissioner of 
Egypt, recently forced by the. Labor 
Government to resign, denounced 
Labor's policy. 

He predicted uprisings and mas- 
sacres in Cuiro and  eisewhere 
when the British army withdraws 
and declared that if British troops 
are quartered in the desert on the 
banks. of the canal, as the treaty 
now awaiting Parliament's ap- 
provail provides, they can neither 
defend the canal nor quell those 
disorders which he believes will 
follow the end of regime of force. 

The political significance of this 
adverse vote suffered by the Gov- 
ernment in the Upper House will 
} be greatly minimized by, a speech 
by Lord Grey supporting the 
treaty. Lori Grey, who was For- 
eign Minister at the outbreékk of 
the World War, seldom spéaks on 
a political issue. But as one of 
the elder statesmen who 6 atill 
wieid influence his stand is of great 
importanee and will probably pre- 
vent the die-hard faction from 
seeking to follow up the vote. 

It is however almost without 
precedent for the House of Lords 
to censure a treaty with a foreign 
power without the fali of the gov- 
ernment and the debate in LorJa, 
although it will be barren of re-

The fortunes of war just now are showering on 
cigarette smokers.

Brainless beauty no fonger 
gets by at Hollywood. 


OR a young woman of educa- 
F tion, reasonable beauty, ambi- 

tion and mental cleverness 
the photoplay never has had such 
an inviting aspect as that which it 
wears today. The talking picture 
revolution has brought in its train 
an interesting group of new oppor- 
tunities for young people who look 
to the screen as a field for their 
talents. Notice, however, the con- 
ditions: 

The new chances are limited to 
girls who have sufficient ambition 
to continue in even more concen- 
trated fashion the educative process 
which they started in high school 
or college. In short,, there are 
plenty of chances for the girls who 
are training themselves to give 
something of definite creative art 
to the screen. 

On the other hand, opportunity 
has passed forever for the type of 
girl represented by 60 per cent of 
those who came to Holtywood in 
its earlier days. This group came 
West thinking only of what the 
films could give them. Their whole 
thoughts were focused on an allur- 
ing mirage of Rolls-Royces and 
hilltop mansions. 

“Prepare for a difficult profes- 
sion? What a silly thought! Why 
should I study and work when I 
possess a perfect profile?” 

Today the requirements of speech 
weed out this 60 per cent very 
quickly, indeed. Five minutes’ talk 
will determine those whose educa- 
tions have been spotty and their 
breeding negligible. It is evident 
that a girl lacking the minimum 


‘of a high school education will have 


insufficient mental grasp to speak 
lines clearly and _ intelligently. 
Speech, then, gives talking pictures 
an immediate clearing house for 


the inept. 
| pictures. Pantomime does not 

require speech. Many a great 
pantomimist has risen far in the 
art despite early educational lapses. 
And there are today a number of 
extremely fine pantomimic artists 
who are having difficulties with a 
vocal] screen for no other reason 
than that silence in their work has 
made them careless as to intona- 
tions and articulations. 

But to return to our point. We 
frequently wasted time with , both 
girls and men, hoping against hope 
that we could teach them the pan- 
tomimic art and thereby take ad- 
vantage of undoubted good tooks. 
Today, this percentage of waste is 
greatly reduced. Speech gives us 
an immediate dividing line. We 
have established the point that the 
day of the brainless beauty is dead. 
We also have indicated that the 
sun of beauty plus brains has never 
shone more brightly. 

I am not one who would warn 
girls. away from Hollywood, ] 
repeat that what we want is few- 
er of the kind we have been get- 
ting and more of those we should 
get. We want fewer girls who ex- 
pect to be showered with “movie 
gold,” and more who come expect- 
ing to work. 

There are three main assets a 
present-day candidate must have 
besides the essentials of moderate 
education and g00d breeding. 
These are: Beauty. persistence and 
personality. Of these, beauty ts 
the least important. [| have seen 
or used in my pictures more than 
200¢giris who have won beauty

She should not come to Hollywood, 
under any consideration, without 
sufficient funds to last for at least 
a year. She must count on giving 
up at least five years of her life 
to pictures at not much more than 
a reasonable living wage. 


HE year-period, as to finances, 
Ti: set because it will take her 

that long to learn the ropes suf- 
ficiently to make an adequate tect 
of her ability probable or possible. 
It is very hard to get into the stu- 
dios, and it takes patience. Like 
anything else in life that is worth 
going after, however, doors to the 
studios do yield to properly ap- 
plied persistence. 


Five years should cover the en- 
tire apprenticeship. If by that 
time the girl has not progressed 
toward jucrative featured rolés, it 
is because she lacks the necessary 
spark of creative ability. Once 
you are convinced that you can’t 
make a real success, you will at 
least be possessed of a. training 
which will be of good stead in 
whatever else you do. One of our 
very finest young Hollywood bus- 
iness women, proprietor of a smart 
gown shop, is of this type. She 
found ste would never be a great 
actress. but she has put to excellent 
use the poise and assurance won 
before the camera.
